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L This Office action is in response to the amendment filed 5/30/06 and refers to the 
Office action mailed 3/9/06. The anticipation rejection of paragraph 7 of the previous Office 
action is withdrawn due to amendment. 

2. Claims 1, 3, 5-10, 14-22 and 24-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The independent claims now read as if the carrier and metallocene/cocatalyst 
compositions are heated to some higher temperature before contact, but are not necessarily at 
these elevated temperatures during the step of contacting them with each other. If this is what is 
intended it should be clearly recited. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 1, 3, 5-10, 14-22 and 24-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over either of Razavi I or Razavi II as cited in and for the reasons of record given in 
paragraph 6 of the previous Office action. 

5. Claims 1, 3, 5-10, 14-22 and 24-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Uwai as cited in and for the reasons of record given in paragraph 8 of the 
previous Office action. 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 5/30/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants urge that the prior art does not disclose or teach the combination of the carrier 
and the metallocene/cocatalyst be performed at an elevated temperature. However, Razavi I 
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clearly discloses that this step be conducted at 85-1 10 °C, as does Razavi II, while Uwai 
discloses this step be performed between 85-1 50 °C. Hence the issue becomes whether there is 
any difference shown between the prior art and the present invention when this step is carried out 
where the carrier is at 30-75 °C while the mixture of the metallocene/cocatalyst is held at 75-125 
°C. No showings of unexpected, beneficial results have been brought to the examiner's attention 
on this matter, applicants instead relying on mere attorney's arguments, hence the rejections 
must stand.
